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1.1 Background and Concept 

The Interactive Map on Migration (i-Map), initially 
developed in 2006 in the context of the MTM Dialogue 
as a response to states' call for increased information 
sharing and exchange, is an information portal on 
migration ideally used as a support instrument in the 
framework of a regional migration dialogue. 



The i-Map concept is 
applicable to any geographic 
region. The methodology aims at 
fostering a routine of information collection, 
compilation and dissemination. 


It is an expandable platform serving a wide range of 
users, principally governments of participating states 
but also researchers as well as the civil society, as a 
source and exchange instrument for information on 
migration matters. 


Albeit being a common platform, the outputs at the 
service of users on the i-Map may vary subject to the 
specificities of the various dialogues and their working 
modalities.
